"Jam  not  an  old  reader  of  the  Daily  Mail.  I 
X.  came  to  it  very  recently.  When  I  came  back 
from  the  U.S.A.  to  this  country  in  1942,  in  search 
of  something  like  the  truth,  I  tried  all  the  existing 
dailies,  and  after  rejection  of  certain  of  them  I  have 
come  to  include  the  Daily  Mail  as  a  permanent 
member  of  my  necessarily  limited  newspaper 
sources  of  information.  '  I  was  not  ever  thus '. 
Sixty  years  ago  I  was  brought  up  in  a  Liberal  house- 
hold which  hated  the  Boer  War,  which  believed  in 
Free  Trade,  and  which  instinctively  turned  away 
from  the  Daily  Mail  of  that  epoch.    I  think  that 


the  change  has  not  been  all  on  my  side ;  I  believe 
that  the  Daily  Mail  now  represents  more  and  more 
that  part  of  the  political  field  where  Conservatives 
could  meet  Liberals  (or  even  Right- Wing  Socialists !);

It  is  a  difficult  business  for 
a  leader  to  judge  his  distance — if  he  is  too  far  ahead 
he  will  be  out  of  sight;  if  he  is  too  close  he  may  get 
a  kick  in  the  pants.  That  will  be  his  signal  to  get 
a  little  further  ahead  of  public  opinion,  out  of  close 
range,  but  still  in  good  visibility."

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MEDICINAL  PLANTS 

Their  past  and  future  role  discussed 


IN  an  address  to  members  of  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Society  in  London,  on 
January  24,  Mr.  R.  G.  Atkinson,  F.P.S., 
F.L.S.,  briefly  described  various  plants 
that  had  been  used  in  the  treatment  of 
human  ailments  throughout  history. 
One  of  the  earliest,  that  of  Chinese 
rhubarb  was  known  and  described 
5,000  years  ago.  The  knowledge  of  that 
and  other  plants  might  have  originated 
long  before  that,  during  famines  when 
the  inhabitants  were  reduced  to  eating 
roots,  barks,  etc.  to  stave  off  hunger. 
Referring  to  the  present-day  trend  of 
pharmacopoeias  to  reduce  the  number 
of  official  plants,  Mr.  Atkinson  put 
forward  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  It  is  better  to  have  active  prin- 
ciples prepared  synthetically  wherever 
possible,  as  their  specific  action  can  be 
more  closely  controlled. 

(2)  It  is  easier  to  avoid  adulteration 
— sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  ensure  the 
accuracy  of  native  plant  collections. 

(3)  Possible  degradation  of  plants, 
both  growing  and  in  storage;  difficulties 
of  avoiding  insect  infestation. 

(4)  To  avoid  importation  expense, 
and  avoid  possibility  of  monopoly  by 
other  countries. 

On  the  other  hand,  synthetic  chem- 
istry was  not  always  the  answer.  The 
action  of  morphine,  for  example,  was 
not  that  of  opium,  which  contained 
many  other  modifying  factors.  The 
same  applied  to  rhubarb,  cascara,  and 
many  others.  Further,  it  was  often 
uneconomical  to  synthesise  the  active 
principles  when  the  natural  drug  was 


inexpensive  and  the  ingredients  readily 
extracted,  as  for  example,  quassia. 

It  occasionally  happened,  Mr.  Atkin- 
son said,  that  the  native  folk-lore  pro- 
vided a  clue  to  discoveries  of  major 
importance  in  the  field  of  medicine. 
For  example,  species  of  Rduwolfia 
leaped  into  prominence  when  it  was 
confirmed  that  certain  of  its  consti- 
tuents were  useful  in  the  treatment  of 
nervous  tension  and  high  blood  pres- 
sure, and  so  much  research  was  done 
that  the  natural  sources  of  the  plants 
were  largely  denuded.  Other  similar 
examples    were    A  mini    visnaga,  and 


Rhamnus  frangula.  It  might  well  be 
that  modern  techniques  such  as  chroma- 
tography and  electrophoresis  on  the 
lesser-used  or  lesser-known  plants 
would  produce  equally  important 
results.  Certainly,  pharmacy  could  do 
with  all  the  pharmacognosists  she 
could  get.  "We  have  only  just  scratched 
the  surface  of  a  field  with  fascinating 
and  far-reaching  possibilities.  The 
realm  of  medicinal  plants  is  still  wide 
open  for  those  who  care  to  look  a  little 
closer." 

Scientific  Instruments 

PERMANENT  EXHIBITION  IN  LONDON 

A  PERMANENT  exhibition  by  mem- 
ber firms  was  opened  by  the  Scientific 
Instrument  Manufacturers'  Association 
in  their  headquarters  at  20  Queen  Anne 
Street,  London,  W.l,  on  February  9. 
Since  sufficient  space  is  not  available 
to  enable  all  member  firms  to  show 
their  products  at  the  same  time,  space 
is  allocated  by  ballot  for  limited 
periods,  so  that  the  exhibits  will  con- 
stantly change.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  to  ensure  that  a  representative 
cross-section  of  instruments  is  always 
on  view. 

Three  Times  Fatal  Dose 

TWO-YEAR-OLD  CHILD'S  46  ASPIRINS 

AFTER  taking  forty-six  aspirin  tab- 
lets— three  times  the  fatal  dose  for  a 
child  of  her  age — Rosemary  Estcourt, 
Sandbach,  Ches,  aged  two,  was  rushed 
to  Crewe  Memorial  Hospital  on  Janu- 
ary 27.  Her  mother  had  given  Rose- 
mary's two  brothers  an  aspirin  tablet 
each  because  they  had  a  cold.  She 
put  the  bottle  on  the  table  and  Rose- 
mary grabbed  it  and  swallowed  the 
contents.  Twenty  of  the  tablets  were 
found  undissolved  in  the  child's 
stomach.    She  was  later  discharged.

ROMFORD 

£36  for  Benevolent  Fund 

A  raffle  organised  at  the  eleventh 
annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the  Rom- 
ford Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  held  in  Dagenham,  on  Janu- 
ary 25,  realised  £36  Os.  6d.  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Benevolent 
Fund.  Mr.  R.  E.  Moore  -  (Branch 
chairman)  presided  over  a  record  at- 
tendance, and  the  principal  toast  was 
proposed  by  a  Chelmsford  doctor  (Dr. 
G.  M.  Ward),  who  said  that  in  his  area 
the  doctor-chemist  relationship  was 
"  not  good — it  was  excellent."  Pharma- 
cists must,  however,  be  slipping  because 
nowhere  nowadays  could  he  get  a  good 
love  potion.

The  custom  of  the  North  London 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  inviting 
in  alternate  years,  the  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  Executive,  to  be  chief  guest  at 
its  dinner,  was  referred  to  by  Mr. 
A.  E.  Footitt  at  the  annual  dinner  of 
the  Association  on  January  26.  He 
was  proposing  the  toast  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union.  He  suggested 
that  the  custom  might  have  arisen  be- 
cause the  Association  had  in  its  area 
the  headquarters  of  the  two  pharmaceu- 
tical bodies:  The  Society  in  Blooms- 
bury  Square  and  the  Union  in  Queen 
Square.  That  evening  the  chief  guest 
was  the  chairman  of  the  N.P.U. 
Executive.    Mr.  Footitt  also  remarked 


that  no  North  London  dinner  would 
be  complete  without  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Harry  Noble  (secretary,  N.P.U.).

Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation) spoke  of  the  trials  of  the  phar- 
macist and  referred  to  "  one  big  diffi- 
culty which  is,  no  doubt,  the  bad  writ- 
ing of  doctors."  The  toast  of  "  our 
guests "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  H. 
Riley  and  Councillor  J.  O.  Oslear 
(mayor  of  Cleethorpes)  responded.

PORTSMOUTH 

Sidelights  on  Pharmacy 

Following  the  screening  of  an  histori- 
cal film  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  with  a  commentary  by  Mr. 
J.  C.  Bloomfield  (a  member  of  the 
Society's  Council),  Portsmouth  Branch 
of  the  Society  heard  a  talk  entitled 
"  Interesting  Sidelights  on  Pharmacy 
in  Portsmouth — Then  and  Now,"  on 
January  12.    The  speaker,  Mr.  L.  J. 


Chamberlain  (immediate  past-chairman 
of  the  Branch  and  a  member  of  the 
Society's  History  of  Pharmacy  Commit- 
tee) first  referred  to  the  growth  of 
Portsmouth  from  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  I  to  the  period  around  1795. 
That,  said  Mr.  Chamberlain,  was  the 
age  of  heroic  doses,  purges,  emetics, 
and  bleedings,  and  he  showed  several 
utensils  of  the  period  to  the  audience. 
The  apothecary,  as  such,  gradually  dis- 
appeared in  the  early  1800's,  the  chem- 
ist and  druggist  taking  his  place,  until 
the   granting   of  the  Charter  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1841.  Mr. 
Chamberlain  quoted  advertisements  of 
1811  for  Macassar  oil  and  others  for. 
so-called  "patents."    About  that  time 
a  tax  on  hair  powder,  much  used  byi 
the  gentry,  brought  into  prominence 
hair  pomades,  the  best  known  of  which 
was  perfumed  bear's  grease  and  two  i 
specimens  of  bear  grease  pot  lids  were 
shown.   Records  showed  that  there  was; 
a  chemist's  shop  in  Charlotte  Street,. 
Portsmouth,  in  1830.  and  two  in  what) 
was  now  Commercial  Road,  although, 
those  three  were  all  outside  the  old 
town  of  Portsmouth.     Records  were' 
more  precise  from  1830  onwards,  and) 
there  were  references  to  chemists'  shops 
in  Queen  Street  and  High  Street.  Mr.i 
Chamberlain    described    the  ancient 
High  Street  pharmacy  which  he  took 
over  a  few  years  before  the  1939-45! 
war  and  which  was  destroved  by  enemy 
action  in  January  1941.    He  also  dealt 
with  the  history  of  the  three  oldest! 
pharmacies  in  Portsmouth,  and  showed! 
various  photographs  and  documents  re- 
lating to  them.    At  the  conclusion  of 
branch  business,  Mr.  Francis  offered 
the  chairman  (Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield) 
and   Mr.   A.    G.    Bradburn   fa  past; 
chairman)    the    warmest  congratula-! 
tions  of  all  members  of  the  Branch  i 
on   their  appointment   to   the  Com- 
mission    of    the     Peace    for  Ports- 
mouth.    That  was  supported  by  the  J 
vice-chairman  (Mr.  W.  R.  D.  Voke). 
Messrs.    Bloomfield    and  Bradburn, 
acknowledging     the  congratulations, 
both  said  how  deeply  conscious  they 
were  of  the  honour  which  find  been/ 
bestowed  upon  them,   and  felt  that 
through  them  great  tribute  had  been 
paid  to  the  profession.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Adaptation 

Have  we  adapted  our  outlook  and  practice  to  the  tremendous  changes 
that  have  taken  place?  Thirty  years  ago  pharmacy,  particularly  in  the 
industrial  areas,  was  not  prosperous  in  the  professional  field.  The 
dispensing  doctor  was  undertaking  much  of  the  work  that  pharmacists 
were  trained  and  qualified  to  perform.  A  swollen  register,  following  the 
end  of  the  1914-18  war,  led  to  the  opening  of  an  increasing  number  of 
pharmaceutically  uneconomic  units,  which  could  continue  to  exist  only 
by  the  retail  sale  of  goods  which  were,  traditionally  at  least,  in  the  province 
of  the  pharmacist.  Modern,  relentless  sales  policies  of  manufacturers  who 
used  to  regard  the  chemist  as  the  principal  outlet  for  their  goods  have 
led  to  distribution  through  every  conceivable  kind  of  sales  point.  It  does 
not  matter  how  remote  from  tradition  the  new  outlet  is.  The  sales  graph 
must  rise  at  all  costs.  Consequently  the  professional  side  of  our  calling 
must  assume  more  and  more  importance  in  our  future  planning.  It  may 
be  that  we  have  not  yet  fully  realised  the  changes  that  have  been  taking 
place.  The  1941  Act  is  only  now  making  its  full  impact.  The  late  war 
and  post-war  shortages  may  have  obscured  what  is  only  now  coming  to  be 
revealed. 

Coffee 

The  prominence  given  to  the  name  of  Rauwolfius  in  recent  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  research  recalls  a  famous  botanist  who  travelled 
widely  in  search  of  plants  in  the  sixteenth  century.  It  is  perhaps  forgotten 
that  he  was  the  first  to  notice  coffee  in  the  year  1573,  though  it  was  not 
described  until  eighteen  years  later  by  Alpinus.  It  is  generally  believed 
that  the  drinking  of  coffee  as  a  beverage  originated  in  Ethiopia,  and  in 
the  fifteenth  century  Arabia  tasted  its  delights  through  the  offices  of  the 
Mufti  of  Aden.  As  with  other  produce  of  the  east,  Constantinople  was 
the  city  through  which  Europe  obtained  its  first  supply.  In  1652  Mr. 
Edwards,  a  Turkey  merchant,  brought  to  London  a  Greek  servant  who 
knew  how  to  prepare  coffee,  and  it  was  first  sold  by  him  in  George  Yard, 
Lombard  Street.  It  took  the  government  of  the  day  only  eight  years  to 
realise  that  herein  lay  another  means  of  raising  revenue,  so  a  duty  of 
fourpence  a  gallon  was  levied.

CHEMISTS  FEDERATION 

Tripartite  meeting  gives  approval  to  "  action  committees  " 


A  TRIPARTITE  meeting  of  repre- 
sentatives of  manufacturer,  retailer  and 
wholesaler  members  of  the  Chemists 
Federation  was  held  in  London  on 
January  26  to  consider  proposals  pre- 
viously submitted  to  members  by  the 
C.F.  council  and  resolutions  on  those 
proposals  by  branches  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  chemists' 
local  associations.  The  president  (Mr. 
P.  D.  J.  Spaanderman)  was  in  the  chair. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed 
by  the  meeting :  — 

"  That  this  meeting  fully  endorses  the 
statement  by  the  C.F.  council  and  par- 
ticularly supports  the  setting  up  of 
C.F.  action  committees  by  the  local 
associations.  Where  such  committees 
are  formed  the  secretary  of  each  should 
be  empowered  to  communicate  with 
C.F.  manufacturers,  before  each  C.F. 
display  fortnight  and  request  that  dis- 
play material  should  be  forwarded  to 
each  member  of  his  association." 
(Moved  by  East  Down  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation.) 

"  That  this  Branch  endorses  the  pro- 
posal to  set  up  local  C.F.  action  com- 
mittees." (Moved  by  West  Dorset 
Branch,  N.P.U.). 

"  That  further  supplies  of  the  leaflet 
'  Medicines  and  the  Public  Interest  ' 
should  be  made  available  during  the 
next  C.F.  display  fortnight  for  retailers 
to  issue  to  their  customers."  (Moved 
by  Hounslow  Branch,  N.P.U.).  Follow- 
ing discussion  on  that  resolution  the 
chairman  of  the  propaganda  committee 
agreed  to  investigate  again  the  possi- 
bility of  issuing  counter  bags  bearing  a 
C.F.  message. 

A  resolution  by  Leeds  Branch, 
N.P.U.,  that  a  capital  account  for  pro- 
paganda purposes  should  be  established 
was  rejected  and  an  amendment  by 
Cardiff  Branch,  N.P.U.,  "  that  the  mat- 
ter should  be  referred  to  the  C.F. 
council  for  further  consideration  "  was 
passed. 

A  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  N.P.U. 
Branch  motion  that  the  C.F.'s  function 
should  be  made  plainer  to  the  public, 
i.e.,  "  the  guaranteed  quality  of  the 
listed  medicines  and  the  careful  pre- 
paration of  same  are  vouched  for  by 
the  Federation  "  was  passed.  During  the 
discussion  on  that  matter  the  opinion 
was  expressed  that  caution  should  be 
exercised  and  that  the  Federation 
should  ensure  that  it  was  doing  all  that 
it  could  to  raise  the  status  of  C.F. 
standards. 

A  North  Notts  N.P.U.  Branch  motion 
"  that  the  council  of  the  Federation 
should  take  steps  to  acquaint  the  pub- 
lic of  the  existence  of  C.F.  standards 
...  by  the  use  of  a  leaflet  enclosed  with 
each  sales  unit,  or  by  a  printed  panel 
on  the  exterior  carton  of  each  sales 
unit."  (North  Notts  Branch,  N.P.U.) 
was  passed  after  it  had  been  amended 
on  a  Blackburn  Branch  motion  so  that 
the  words  "  at  the  appropriate  time " 
were  added  after  "  Federation  should 
take  steps." 

A  resolution  "  that  a  brief  leaflet 
stating  principles  of  C.F.  should  be 
inserted  in  all  packages  of  C.F.  goods 
by  the  manufacturers,"  moved  by  West 


Dorset  Branch,  N.P.U.,  was  passed. 

The  following  resolutions  were  also 
passed : — 

"  That  all  manufacturers  should  in- 
corporate the  C.F.  symbol  on  the  actual 
products  themselves,  thus  making  them 
easy  for  prompt  identification  on  the 
part  of  the  sales  assistant,  and  serving 
also  as  propaganda  to  the  buying  pub- 
lic. (Moved  by  Hounslow  Branch, 
N.P.U.). 

"  That  manufacturers  of  C.F.  pro- 
ducts should  be  approached  with  a  view 
to  putting  an  additional  small  symbolic 
label  on  class  B  products  for  home 
market.  (Moved  by  Bradford  Branch, 
N.P.U.). 

"  That  whenever  and  wherever  pos- 
sible the  C.F.  symbol  should  be  pro- 
minently displayed  on  all  C.F.  products 
and  showcards.  (Moved  by  East  Down 
Chemists'  Association.) 

"  That  this  association  .  .  .  suggests 
that  a  leaflet  clearly  and  briefly  ex- 
plaining the  significance  of  C.F.  sym- 
bol on  products  (with  emphasis  on  code 
of  standards)  should  be  distributed  by 
retailers  to  customers  would  ...  be  of 
considerable  assistance  in  furthering  the 
cause."  (Moved  by  Portadown  Chem- 
ists' Association.) 

"  That  this  meeting  reiterates  its 
opinion  that  at  the  appropriate  time 
all  C.F.  products  should  bear  a  seal  or 
certificate  indicating  that  the  product 
has  been  approved  by  the  standards 
committee  of  the  Chemists  Federation." 
(Moved  by  Swansea  N.P.U.  Branch.) 

C.F.  Displays 

"  That  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  possibility  of  improving  the  C.F. 
showcard  colour  scheme.  .  .  ."  (Moved 
by  East  Down  Chemists'  Association.) 

"  That  this  meeting  is  in  full  agree- 
ment with  the  statement  by  the  C.F. 
council  and  the  full  support  of  the 
Barrow  Branch  is  pledged  to  the 
scheme."  (Moved  by  Barrow-in-Furness 
Branch,  N.P.U.). 

"  That  the  retailer  delegates  of  this 
conference  express  their  great  appre- 
ciation to  the  manufacturers  in  further- 
ing the  efforts  of  the  C.F.  scheme." 
(Moved  by  Coventry  Branch.) 

The  representative  of  Birmingham 
Branch,  N.P.U.,  asked  the  council,  in 
future  years,  to  circulate  agendas  and 
other  papers  earlier  so  that  Branches 
could  have  sufficient  time  to  discuss 
any  proposals  made  by  the  council  and 
other  branches. 

Meeting  of  Council 

A  meeting  of  the  Chemists  Federa- 
tion council  was  held  in  London  on 
February  2.  Meetings  of  committees 
were  held  the  previous  day.  The  follow-

He  reported  that  the 
panel  of  consultants  had  been  enlarged 
and  now  included  a  pharmacologist,  a 
professor  of  pharmaceutics,  a  general 
medical  practitioner  who  was  also  a 
pharmacist  and  a  pharmacist  engaged 
in  a  teaching  hospital.

That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  reduce  examination  fees  of 
graduates  in  pharmacy,  in  order  to 
encourage  those  graduates  to  apply 
for  admission  to  the  Register  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 
Birmingham 

1.  That  the  Society  should  pro- 
vide adequate  accommodation  and 
facilities  for  members  wishing  to 
attend  meetings  of  the  Council. 

2.  That  more  space  should  be 
devoted  in  the  Society's  journal  to 
the  prompt  reporting  of  provincial 
branch  news. 

Bournemouth 

That  the  Society  should  inaugurate 
a  liaison  committee  with  representa- 
tives of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharma- 
cists and  the  Association  of  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  to  discuss 
problems  of  marketing,  prescribing 
and  dispensing  proprietary  medicines. 

Dudley  and  Stourbridge 

1.  That  the  Council  should  be 
urged  to  take  greater  concern  in  the 
professional  remuneration  of  pharm- 
acist contractors  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

2.  That  the  Society's  journal 
should  devote  more  of  its  space  to 
material  of  specific  interest  to  retail 
pharmacy. 

Edinburgh  and  South-eastern  Scottish 
That  in  view  of  recent  regulations 
on  methyl  pentynol,  more  precise 
guidance  should  be  given  by  the 
Council  on  matters  affected  by 
Clause  18  of  the  Statement  upon 
Matters  of  Professional  Conduct,  so 
as  to  admit  of  no  misunderstanding 
of  what  constitutes  due  notice. 

North  Staffordshire 

1.  That  until  the  metric  system  is 
universally  adopted  in  medicine  the 
Society  should  continue  to  use  both 
the  English  and  metric  systems  in  its 
own  publications  and  also  advise  the 
National  Formulary  Committee  to 
adopt  similar  lines. 

2.  That  the  Society  should  under- 
take advertising  of  an  ethical  and 
informative  nature  in  the  national 
Press  to  set  a  standard  of  relationship 
between  the  general  public  and 
pharmacists. 

3.  That  whilst  agreeing  that  the 
Council  have  the  right  to  designate 
articles  for  medicinal  use  as  undesir- 
able for  retail  sale,  when  a  drug  has 
been  legally  scheduled  by  the  Poisons 
Board,  any  additional  instructions  by 
the  Society  only  serve  to  confuse  its 
members  and  expose  them  to  censure 
under  the  Code  of  Ethics.

lary follow  similarly. 

2.  That  Latin  titles  should  be 
stated  in  all  future  editions  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  and 
that  the  Society's  Council  should  do 
its  utmost  to  see  that  all  future  edi- 
tions of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
and  National  Formulary  follow 
similarly. 

Portsmouth 

That  a  meeting  of  all  interested 
parties  should  be  called  at  an  early 
date  to  consider  and  investigate  the 
presentation,  packing  and  dispensing 
of  proprietary  medicines. 

Rhyl 

That  there  is  a  need  for  a  super- 
annuation scheme  for  pharmacists. 
Southampton 

1.  That  the  Society  should  con- 
tinue to  do  everything  in  its  power 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  recommended 
medicines  from  market  stalls  and 
vans.  Further,  that  the  investigation 
of  those  sales  should  not  be  under- 
taken by  the  Society's  inspectors  but 
by  other  trained  agents. 

2.  That  the  editorial  policy  of  the 
Society's  journal  is  arbitrary  and  in 
need  of  drastic  revision  to  make  it 
more  representative  of  the  interests 
of  retail  pharmacy. 

3.  That  the  individual  salaries 
and  emoluments  of  members  of  the 
secretariat  shall  be  disclosed  on  the 
annual  balance  sheet.

DEVELOPMENTS  IN 
THE  UNITED  STATES 

Portable  X-ray  Unit 

A'-rays  of  wounded  soldiers  on  the 
battlefield  with  a  newly-designed  port- 
able x-ray  unit  powered  by  radioactive 
thulium  will  soon  be  possible  accord- 
ing to  Major-General  G.  E.  Armstrong 
(Surgeon  General,  U.S.  Army).  The 
new  device  is  capable  of  producing  an 
x-ray  picture  without  electricity,  water 
or  a  darkroom.  The  complete  unit, 
which  also  includes  a  film  holder, 
weighs  only  48  lb.  A  14-inch  lead 
plate  which  contains  the  radioactive 
thulium  protects  the  user  from  acci- 
dental radiation  exposure.  LJnder  nor- 
mal use  the  thulium  is  expected  to  be 
effective  for  about  one  year,  after 
which  it  would  be  returned  to  the 
atomic  pile  for  activation,  before  being 
used  again.

WHEN  Harker  Stagg,  Ltd.,  London, 
E.l,  reformulated  their  speciality  throat 
lozenges  and  were  preparing  to  market 
them  as  Procidets,  they  believed  that 
they  had  a  first-class  product.  The  prin- 
cipal ingredient,  the  quaternary  ammo- 
nium compound  cetyl  pyridinium 
chloride,  had  proved  itself  to  be  strongly 
bactericidal  in  vitro,  and  the  results  of 


technique  at  their  disposal  the  manu- 
facturers then  aimed  at  producing  a 
lozenge  that  would  eradicate,  or  sub- 
stantially reduce,  infective  bacteria  dur- 
ing the  actual  time  a  single  lozenge,  or 
a  short  succession  of  them,  dissolved 
in  the  mouth. 

In  vitro  tests  had  proved  cetyl  pyridi- 
nium chloride  to  be  effective  against 


mouth,  which  takes  place  fully  in  about 
two  hours,  is  with  the  normal  flora  of 
a  healthy  mouth.  Reports  from  doctors2 
are  of  throat  and  mouth  infections 
cleared  within  forty-eight  hours  and 
without  the  occurrence  of  other  un- 
toward effects  in  their  place.  No  doubt 
the  final  answer  will  not  be  known  until 
the  situation  has  been  observed  over  a

tests  on  the  lozenges  by  an  independent 
bacteriologist  were  awaited  with  confi- 
dence. Surprisingly,  the  results  indicated 
that  the  effect  of  the  lozenges  bore  no 
relation  to  the  killing  power  of  cetyl 
pyridinium  chloride  against  infective 
bacteria  in  the  mouth  and  throat. 

Excipicnts  Under  Test 

A  study  was  made  of  the  formula, 
but  no  explanation  could  be  found 
therein  for  the  very  different  theoretical 
and  actual  effects  of  the  lozenges. 
When,  however,  tests  were  applied  to 
the  excipients  used  in  making  the 
lozenges,  they  were  found  to  be  the 
culprits — in  inactivating  the  quaternary 
ammonium  compound.  Different  exci- 
pients were  tried  and  tested  and  finally 
a  product  was  produced  from  which  the 
bacteriologist  reported  remarkable — in- 
deed spectacular — results. 

The  research  had  involved  the  de- 
velopment of  a  new  technique1  for  the 
evaluation  of  throat  lozenges.  With  that 


haemolytic  streptococcus  in  a  dilution 
as  low  as  1  in  125,000.  The  new  tech- 
nique established  that  the  concentration 
necessary  for  the  eradication  of  the 
most  resistant  infective  organism  (after 
allowing  for  a  ten-times  dilution  by  the 
average  amount  of  saliva  excreted  in 
the  mouth  during  the  ten  minutes  it 
takes  for  the  lozenge  to  dissolve)  had 
to  be  1  in  250. 

The  effect  on  the  oral  flora  of  suck- 
ing the  new  Procidets  is  shown  in  the 
illustrations  reproduced  on  this  page. 
The  manufacturers  recommend  a  dos- 
age for  severe  infections  of  the  mouth 
and  throat  of  four  lozenges  in  succes- 
sion, two  or  three  times  a  day;  for  mild 
infections,  one  lozenge  every  two  or 
three  hours. 

The  question  arises  whether  there 
are  any  undesirable  effects  from  eradi- 
cating virtually  the  whole  flora  of  the 
mouth.  The  manufacturers'  tests  indi- 
cate that,  when  the  infective  bacteria 
are  eliminated,  the  repopulation  of  the 


long  period.  In  the  meantime,  on  evi- 
dence available,  the  lozenges  seem 
destined  to  become  widely  popular.

INQUEST 

Death  from  "  Stomach  Powder." — 

After  warnings  had  been  given  by  the 
police,  all  issues  of  a  "  stomach 
powder"  from  a  Wiltshire  doctor's 
surgery  were  successfully  traced.  The 
powder,  which  had  led  to  doubts  as  to 
its  authenticity,  was  examined  and 
found  to  consist  of  50  per  cent,  of  the 
correct  powder  and  50  per  cent,  sodium 
fluoride.  The  first  warnings  were 
issued  on  January  23,  when  a  patient 
who  had  taken  the  powder  became  ill, 
and  the  doctor's  dispenser,  after  she 
had  taken  a  sample  to  "  prove  "  that  it 
was  in  accordance  with  the  doctorls 
prescription,  had  died.  An  inquest  on 
the  dispenser,  Miss  Vera  Crewe,  was 
adjourned.

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HONORARY  FELLOWSHIP 

Not  for  members  of  the  Society 


The  Education  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  received  the  report  of  the  Fellowship  subcommittee  on 
conditions  for  the  award  of  the  honary  Fellowship  of  the 
Society,  and  has  recommended  that  the  bylaws  should  be 
amended  as  follows: — 

(a)  Section  IV,  clause  1,  which  states  that  the  Council 
may  at  its  discretion  elect  as  honorary  Fellows  such  scienti- 
fic workers  as  have  distinguished  themselves  in  any  of 
the  branches  of  knowledge  embraced  in  the  educational 
objects  of  the  Society,  should  have  the  following  words 
added:  "and  persons  who  are  eminent  in  the  national  life." 

(b)  Section  IV,  clause  5,  which  requires  the  Council  to 
select  in  April  of  every  year,  names  from  the  books  kept 
by  the  secretary  and  containing  names  of  persons  sug- 
gested for  election  as  honorary  Fellows,  should  be  altered 
so  that  the  selection  is  made  in  May  of  every  year. 

Commenting  on  the  Council's  request  to  report  upon 
the  possibility  of  services  to  the  Society  by  members  being 
the  subject  of  the  award  of  the  honorary  Fellowship,  the 
subcommittee  stated  that  no  evidence  had  been  found 
among  bodies  of  comparable  standing  of  the  conferment  of 
honorary  Fellowship  upon  persons  already  members  of 
their  respective  organisations. 

The  Council  of  the  Society  at  its  meeting  held  in  London 
on  February  1  adopted  those  recommendations. 

The  subcommittee  agreed  that  the  normal  honour  given 
by  the  Society  ought  to  be  honorary  Membership,  and  that 
honorary  Fellowship  should  be  conferred  only  in  the  most 
exceptional  cases.  The  subcommittee  hoped  that  no  attempt 
would  be  made  to  elect  at  one  and  the  same  time  the 
maximum  number  permissible.  The  Education  Committee 
recommended:  (a)  That  the  number  of  honorary  Members 
should  be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  fifty;  (b)  that  the 
number  of  honorary  Fellows  should  be  limited  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  fifteen;  and  (c)  that  the  number  of  corresponding 
Members  should  be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  100.  The 
recommendations  were  approved. 

It  was  reported  that  four  hospital  pharmacists  are  being 
co-opted  to  the  Public  Services  Committee  of  the  Society. 
The  co-ordinating  committee  of  the  Society  and  the  Guild 
of  Public  Pharmacists  is  being  discontinued.  The  Guild 
had  accepted  an  invitation  to  submit  a  list  of  names  to 
assist  the  Public  Services  Committee  in  the  co-option. 

A  report  of  the  final  meeting  of  the  organising  committee 
of  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federation's  sixteenth 
general  assembly,  held  in  London  in  September  1955,  was 
submitted  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  (chairman).  It  stated  that 
1,200  persons  had  attended  the  congress,  the  maximum 
number  that  could  be  accepted,  and  750  had  attended  the 
banquet.  The  receipts  and  payments  account  showed  that 
the  cost  of  the  assembly  had  been  £11,974.  The  sale  of 
tickets  had  yielded  £6,987  and  the  difference  of  £4.987  had 
been  contributed  by  the  Society  as  the  host  organisation. 
The  chairman  recorded  appreciation  of  the  considerable 
assistance  given  by  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  com- 
panies to  the  organising  committee.  Apart  from  the  loan 
of  transport,  accommodation  and  equipment  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  the  inquiry  office  and  the  various  meeting  rooms, 
the  willingness  of  those  companies  to  make  available  the 
services  of  senior  executives  and  secretarial  assistance  was 
not  overlooked.  The  chairman  thanked  the  members  of  the 
committee  for  their  individual  services.  On  behalf  of  the 
committee,  Mr.  N.  Dewey  thanked  Mr.  Hudson  for  his 
services  as  chairman. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  need  for  pharmacists  to 
obtain  the  appropriate  permit  whenever  strychnine  was  sold. 
It  was  noted  that  in  recent  months  several  cases  of  infringe- 
ment of  the  strychnine  rules  by  pharmacists  had  been 


reported.  Several  members  of  Council  took  the  view  that 
the  legal  requirements  affecting  sales  of  strychnine  should 
be  well  known  by  now,  and  even  in  the  case  of  first 
offenders  there  should  be  no  excuse  for  ignorance  of  the 
law.  It  was  pointed  out  that  besides  warning  references  in 
the  Society's  journal  from  time  to  time,  a  notice  had  been 
included  on  the  retention  fee  form.  The  President  said 
that  the  matter  would  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

It  was  noted  that  no  application  had  been  received  for 
the  Charter  travelling  scholarship  for  1956.  In  reply  to 
Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  on  the  reasons  for  the  lack  of  appli- 
cants, Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe  (chairman  of  the  Education 
Committee),  said  that  the  matter  had  been  discussed  with 
schools,  and  it  was  found  that  there  were  not  many  places 
on  the  Continent  suitable  for  students  of  advanced  pharma- 
ceutics, and  that  the  travelling  scholar  had  in  the  past 
always  studied  a  subject  allied  to  pharmaceutics.  It  was 
thought  that  there  might  be  greater  possibilities  in  America, 
but  the  size  of  the  Charter  scholarship  award  would  not 
be  adequate  for  that.  It  was  suggested  that  the  whole  prob- 
lem of  scholarships  needed  to  be  reconsidered. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  recorded  the  receipt 
of  a  legacy  of  about  £2,648  from  the  late  Mr.  F.  C.  J. 
Bird,  to  form  a  permanent  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
"  F.  C.  J.  Bird  Trust  "  and  used  for  the  benefit  of  Bell 
scholars. 

Reports  were  received  of  the  examinations  held  in 
England  and  Wales  and  in  Scotland  in  January  1956. 

In  the  Intermediate  examination  in  England  and  Wales 
there  were  fourteen  first  entries,  of  whom  three  passed,  two 
were  referred  and  nine  failed.  Of  thirty-two  re-entries,  six 
passed,  nine  were  referred  and  seventeen  failed.  Sixty-six 
candidates  entered  for  a  referred  subject,  and  thirty-eight 
passed,  twenty-six  being  again  referred,  and  two  were  ab- 
sent. In  Scotland  there  were  two  first  entries,  both  of  whom 
passed.  Of  sixteen  re-entries,  three  passed,  one  was  referred 
and  twelve  failed.  Ten  out  of  nineteen  who  sat  for  a  re- 
ferred subject  passed,  and  nine  were  again  referred.  In 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examination  in 
England  and  Wales  there  were  eighteen  first  entries,  of 
whom  seven  passed,  two  were  referred  in  one  subject,  and 
four  in  two  subjects,  and  five  failed.  Of  fifty-seven  re- 
entries, three  passed,  four  were  referred  in  one  subject  and 
ten  in  two  subjects,  thirty-two  failed,  and  eight  were 
absent.  There  were  seventy-five  entrants  for  a  referred  sub- 
ject, of  whom  fifty-two  passed,  twenty  were  again  referred, 
and  three  were  absent.  Fifty-four  candidates  entered  for 
two  referred  subjects,  and  twenty-three  passed,  twenty-six 
being  again  referred  in  both  subjects,  and  two  were  absent. 
Of  eightv-eight  entrants  for  forensic  pharmacy,  only  seventy- 
five  passed,  eleven  were  referred,  and  two  were  absent.  In 
the  Qualifying  examination  in  Scotland  there  were  eight 
first  entrants,  of  whom  four  passed,  one  was  referred  in 
one  subject,  and  three  failed.  Of  fifty-two  re-entrants,  thir- 
teen passed,  ten  were  referred  in  one  subject,  and  n<ne  in 
two  subjects,  sixteen  failed,  and  four  were  absent.  There 
were  sixty-two  entrants  for  a  referred  subject,  and  forty- 
four  passed,  eighteen  being  again  referred.  Fifty-six  candi- 
dates entered  for  two  referred  subjects,  and  twenty-eight 
passed,  twenty-eight  being  again  referred  in  both  suhiects. 
For  forensic  pharmacy  only  there  were  eighteen  candidates, 
fifteen  of  whom  passed  and  three  were  referred. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  Revision  Committee 
reported  that  it  had  been  decided  to  publish  in  1957,  a 
Supplement  to  the  B.P.C.  1954.  The  Pres'dent  (Mr.  H. 
Steinman)  expressed  to  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  the  congratula- 
tions of  the  Council  on  his  appointment  as  Parliamentary 
Charity  Commissioner.    An  invitation  was  reported  from 
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the  University  of  Hull  for  the  Society  to  nominate  a  repre- 
sentative to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  University  Court  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  was  nomina- 
ted the  Society's  representative. 

It  was  reported  that  in  January  forty-six  persons  were 
registered  as  students,  against  fifty-four  in  January  1955. 
Eleven  former  members  had  been  restored  to  the  registers, 
and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Law  Committee  it  was 
agreed  that  three  persons  whose  names  were  removed  more 
than  ten  years  ago  should  be  also  restored.  Recommenda- 
tions were  approved  for  eight  reciprocal  registrations. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Committee's  report 
showed  that  grants  had  been  made  to  five  widows  and  one 
member,  amounting  to  £206.  Recommendations  for  grants 
to  two  other  members,  amounting  to  £208  were  approved. 
One  application  was  deferred.  Grants  for  special  purposes 
were  made  to  three  applicants,  amounting  to  £79.  From  the 
War  Aid  Fund  a  grant  of  £27  was  made  in  one  case.  The 
receipt  was  reported  of  a  cheque  for  £25  from  the  Bebing- 
ton  and  Mid-Wirral  Chemists'  Association  for  the  purchase 
of  an  easy  chair  for  the  convalescent  home.  The  warden's 
report  showed  that  in  the  month  to  January  16,  one  guest 
stayed  at  Birdsgrove  House  for  half  a  week,  against  four 
guests  and  three  weeks  in  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  A 
contribution  of  £1  2s.  to  supplement  weekly  payments  was 
received.  Three  gifts  in  kind  were  recorded.  Presenting  the 


list  of  special  contributions  on  behalf  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  Committee,  Mr.  J.  M.  Dowty,  expressed  the  Com- 
mittee's pleasure  that  so  large  a  sum  as  £602  should  have 
been  contributed  in  one  month.  He  called  attention  to  the 
substantial  amounts  received  from  two  members  who  had 
completed  more  than  fifty  years'  registration  as  pharmacists. 
The  committee  noted  that  in  its  published  report  of  the 
January  Council  meeting  (C.  &  D.,  January  21,  p.  66) 
Benevolent  Fund  receipts  were  given  as  £15,860  including 
subscriptions  of  £7,761  in  the  December  quarter  of  1955, 
against  £15,163  (subscriptions  £7,019)  in  the  December 
quarter  of  1954.  The  period  of  those  receipts  was  the  year 
in  each  instance,  not  the  quarter. 

The  Law  Committee's  report  showed  that  in  December 
1955  the  Society's  inspector  and  agents  had  visited  858 
authorised  sellers,  thirty-two  listed  sellers,  and  445  drug- 
store proprietors  and  similar  traders.  Five  cases  of  alleged 
infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  considered,  and 
appropriate  action  taken. 

It  was  reported  that  the  following  members  of  Council 
were  due  to  retire  in  May  1956: — Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst. 
Miss  M.  A.  Burr,  Messrs.  T.  Heseltine,  G.  H.  Hughes. 
C.  W.  Macfarlane,  H.  Steinman  and  F.  G.  Wells;  and  that 
the  following  auditors  were  due  to  retire  at  the  same 
time: — Mr.  R.  E.  Conder,  Sir  Harry  Hague,  Messrs.  J.  C.

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SHOPFITTING 
PROBLEM  ?

/  wonder  if  you  could  suggest  a  layout  for  a  shop  on 
a  site  which  /•  have  in  mind.  It  consists  of  the  ruins 
of  two  houses  and  is  57  ft.  long  by  22  ft.  from  back 
to  front,  and  must  be  built  as  lock-up  premises.  The 
capital  to  be  spent  on  building  and  fitting  out  is  limited. 
A  portion  of  the  length  facing  the  road  would  be 
needed  as  a  store,  and  there  is  no  rear  entrance. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  premises  will  be  ground  floor  only, 
finishing  with  either  a  flat,  asphalt  roof  or  a  shallow  hipped, 
tiled  roof.  It  has  also  been  assumed  that  a  sunblind  would 
be  necessary. 

Plan:  The  storeroom  provided  is  12  ft.  wide  by  the 
depth  of  the  premises  back  to  front;  namely  22  ft.;  and 
double  doors  have  been  fitted  at  the  front  to  give  ample 


having  an  end  sink.  There  is  a  further  bench  in  the  centre 
of  the  floor.  The  right  and  rear  walls  are  fitted  with  open 
locker  and  cupboard  dispensary  fittings,  and  there  is  a 
curtained  opening  between  shop  and  dispensary  which 
balances  the  opening  leading  to  the  stockroom  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  shop. 

The  shop  itself  is  approximately  32  ft.  long  by  22  ft. 
back  to  front,  and  consists  of  stock  fittings  on  three  walls, 
with  service  counters  in  front.  There  is  ample  room  on 
either  side  of  the  entrance  door  to  place  a  weighing 
machine  and  baby  scale  if  those  are  required.  The  shop- 
front  has  a  32-ft.  run  of  window,  and  the  lobby  is  approxi- 
mately 6  ft.  deep.  The  windows  are  swept  back  to  the 
entrance  door,  all  the  window  angles  would  have  polished 
butting  plates  to  form  barless  glazing  and  to  ensure  maxi- 
mum visibility.  It  will  be  noted  that  two  columns  occur  in 
the  windows.  They  support  the  steel  joists  above,  it  being 
assumed  that  it  would  be  more  economical  to  divide  the 
span  of  the  shopfront  into  three.  The  lobby  floor  would 
be  of  terrazzo,  and  divided  into  squares  with  inset  alu- 
minium strips.  There  would  also  be  an  inset  mat  well 
just  inside  the  entrance  door,  fitted  with  either  a  rubber 
or  a  coco-fibre  mat. 

Elevation:  It  is  assumed  that  the  pilasters  and  facia 
would  be  of  brick,  cement-rendered  and  treated  with  a  colour 
wash  being  either  warm  cream  or  silver-grey.  At  the  top  of 
the  facia  would  be  a  stone  capping  member  to  give  line 
and  finish  to  the  premises  and  to  act  as  a  weather  drip.

access.  The  remaining  area  of  the  opening,  around  the 
double  doors,  is  filled  in  with  glass  bricks  to  ensure  a 
bright  interior,  while  creating  an  external  feature.  Inter- 
nally the  stockroom  has  open  locker  fittings  on  three  walls, 
with  back-to-back  centre  fittings  and  a  bench  for  unpack- 
ing. There  is  access  into  the  shop  through  a  curtained 
doorway.  The  stockroom  area  is  balanced  by  a  12-ft.  wide 
dispensary  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  plan.  It  will  be 
seen  that  here  the  glass  brick  wall  has  an  inset  display 
case  as  a  balancing  feature  against  the  double  stockroom 
doors.  The  case  would  have  hinged  doors  for  access  at 
the  rear,  and  would  be  dressed  from  inside  the  dispensary. 
The  dispensary  itself  is  fitted  with  two  wall  benches,  one 


The  facia  letters  would  be  formed  from  lead-coated  sheet 
steel,  stove  enamelled  a  bright  blue  in  colour.  There  would, 
too,  be  subsidiary  lettering  flanking  either  side  of  the 
central  name,  and  the  shop's  number  in  the  road  could  be 
placed  at  either  end  of  the  facia.  The  shopfront  sashes, 
the  blind  lath  and  blind-box  facings  are  of  drawn  bronze 
metal  sections,  while  the  stall-risers  are  of  toughened  glass. 
The  entrance  door  is  of  armour-plate,  and  there  is  an  open- 
ing fanlight  above  for  ventilation  into  the  shop.  The 
glass  frieze  above  the  transom  rail  would  be  of  semi- 
obscured  vertical  reeded  glass.
